sical effects of the use of intoxicants. 
His words were listened to by a large 
audience, every seat in the room being. 
occupied. ‘The lecture was illustrated 
with about 30 stereoptican slides. Wiil- 
liam Thompson operated the lantern-in 
an efficient manner. The meeting open- 
ed with singing led by Mr. Bailey. Rev. 
W. B. Taylor, D. D., the pastor of the 
church, offered prayer. After the sing- 
ing of another hymn, Dr. Taylor, who 
acted as chairman, introduced Mr. 
Bailey, who spoke in part as follows: 

“I have several times asked myseif 
the question, “Is is possible that we 
may yet become a drunken nation?” 
The character of a nation is:revealed 
in her chief characteristics; During the 
past 20 yéars there has been a marked 
increase in beer drinking in the United 


States,__In--1880—we--were—drinking—a- 


fraction over eight gallons of beer per 
capita; in 1899 this--consumption~ of 
beer had increased to almost 15 gallons 


per capita. We spent for the year-end-- 


ing June 30, 1899 over 970,000,000 dol- 
lars for intoxicating liquors, or five 
times as much is we spent for coffee, 
tea, and. cocoa. Now this is an. en- 
ormous. bill... The increased consump- 
tion of beer indicates a tendency that 
is sad to contemplate. When we con- 
sider the moral effect of this increase 
it is appaling. , 

If we turn to the physical we know 
that alcholic ‘liquors are destructive to 
health. I am not going to weary you 
with technical terms. with regard to the 
effects of intoxicating liquors on the 
system. Some of the greatest au- 
thorities in medical science are arrayed 
against its use. They tell us that it.is 
injurious and destructive in its effects 
when taken into the system. The throat 
is the great viaduct for alcohol. “The 
effect of alcohol on the mucous sur- 
faces vary with the strength, constit- 
uents and quantity of liquor used. Raw 
spirits pucker the mouth and instant- 
ly paralyze the sensé of taste. Strong 
alcohol is a fiery irritant to any por- 
tions of the mucous surface.” As you 
look upon these two pictures, you have 
first a healthy stomach,. and second 
the stomach of a drunkard. The ulcer- 
ations which you notice are caused by 
the action.of alcohol. When you stop 
to consider that large doses of strong 
alcohol. will. kill at once, you begin 
to realize that it is only a process of 
slow poisoning that you are carrying on 
when you drink, habitually, drink, al- 
coholic liquors.. And so I urge you. for 
your own sake, for the sake of others, 
for the sake of \esus Christ who loved 
you and gave himself for you, to let it 
alone. . 

At the close of-the lecture a vote 
of thanks was extended tothe lecturer 
and assistant. An invitation was then 
given to all who cared to do'so to sign 
the pledge, and a goodly’ number 
signed, Other similar. meetings will 
be held during the winter,
